COLONIAL BUTTER. 
Arrivals oí butter from Australia. and 
New Zealand to the United Kingdom per 


March totalled 919,000 boxes, compared wit 


802,000 boxes in the preceding month and 
1,237,100 boxes in March, 1935. Expected 
arrivals in April, according to present 
advices, amount to 950,400 boxes, as against 
1,128,600 boxes in the same month last year, 
and current information suggests that com. 
bined arrivals from these countries will con- 
tinue below last year’s level, the heavy 
quantities from New Zealand being offset by 
smaller Australian shipments. The seasonal 
decline in Southern Hemisphere production 
continues; in New Zealand the output remains 
in excess of a year ago, although the differ- 
ence has become rather less marked in recent 
weeks. Gradings of Australian butter for 
export in March were 45 per cent. smaller 
than a year earlier, and the total quantity 
graded:in the first nine months of the 1935-36 
season was less than in the same period of 
last. season by 19 per cent., or 19,900 tons; 
exports in this period were reduced by 18,800 
tons. Owing to the colder weather Insh and 
home-produced eggs have been in much 
lighter supply. Sellers showed no disposition 
to transact business except at higher prices, 
and the market closed firm. 
LIVE STOCK. 

At the Manchester Cattle Market on Tues 
day last there was a fairly substantial 
increase. in the number of fat cattle, sheep 
and lambs penned, but arrivals of Irish dairy 
cows -were somewhat restricted. A fairly 
good trade was reported for best small-weight 
cattle at firm figures, but rougher sorts were 
only in quiet request.

Ghe Census 


The census, which is supposed to have 
its date last night, seems to be one of the 
most unpopular institutions which ever 
has been introduced in this world, When 
the British Government tned to pass a 
Census Bill in the eighteenth century it 
was violently opposed on the ground that 
some “ public misfortune or epidemical 
distemper”’ would result ‘thro Divine 
intervention. The dire consequences of 
the census unwillinglyscarried out by Joab 
at the bequest of David was cited in 
reprobation of the bill. It.was only in 
1800 that the Government of the day 
succeeded in passing the first Census Bill. 
Sir William Petty succeeded in estimating 
the population of Ireland in 1672, and in 
1712 another estimate was made in connec- 
tion with “ Hearth Money’’; but it was 
only in 1811 that the first regular census 
was carried out. . Most people seem to 
have a distrust of census estimate. 
Probably this distrust derives from the 
fact that the very first census was that 
taken of the Israelites at the Exodus in 
order to ascertain their fighting strength. 
Then Rome, throngh Servius Tullius, set 
up a census, which was taken every fifth 
year. The Doomsday Book. and the 

reviary of Charlemagne were in reality 
forms of the modern census, bht until

The French Elections 


The first stage of the general election in 
France was completed yesterday, when 
more than four thousand candidates stood 
for six hundred and eighteen seats in the 
Chamber. Next Sunday the second, and 
final, stage will be decided. It is not easy 
for inhabitants of these islands, who have 
grown accustomed to two forms of 
electoral machinery—the straightforward 
British system, and the system of pro- 
portional representation—to grasp the 
more complicated methods that are 
pursued in France. Yesterday every candi- 
date stood more or less on his own legs. 
The fact that no deposit is necessary ‘s 
responsible for the abnormally large 
number of candidates—in one constituency 
there were one hundred and eleven 
aspirants for a single seat—and the 
number of “ freak’ parties is enormous. 
On the first ballot, however, every success- 
ful candidate must have a clear majority 
over all his opponents, with the result 
that the number that was elected was com- 


paratively small. Next Sunday those who 
did not secure a clear majority will go 
forwari again, when a bare majority will 
be sufficient. Out of the welter of small 
parties four main groups emerge—namely, 
the Socialists, Radicals, Centre and Right. 
The first two broadly constitute the 
Front Populaire, and the last two the 
National Front; and next Sunday the 
contest will be between these two large 
sections of French opinion. The con- 
stituent parties of each group have under- 
taken to support the candidate in that 
group Who received the largest number of 
votes yesterflay, so it will be virtually a 
straight fight between Right and Left. 
The preliminary voting. yesterday was 
carried out with admirable order. No un- 
toward “incidents ’’ were reported. The 
French voters went to the poll in large 
numbers; but there was no undue excite- 
ment. The people realise that very grave 
issues are at stake, and for that reason, 
doubtless, they have acted with commend- 
able restraint. Of course, half the popula- 
tion of France consists of peasants, who, 
whatever may be the gravity of the 
general situation, are inclined to con- 
centrate, as in every other country, on 
their loca’ affairs. Next Sunday, however, 
the whole position will undergo a radica: 
change; for then the real issue must be 
determined. 

When the last French elections were 
held four years ago Europe was in a posi- 
tion vastly different from that which con- 
fronts the voters in the Republic to-day. 
Dr. Briining, the scholarly leader of the 
Centre Party, was Chancellor of the 
German Reich, and Herr Hitler had just 
been defeated in his. candidature for the 
Presidency against Field-Marshal Hinden- 
burg. Outwardly ‘all the signs and 
portents seemed to suggest that the power 
of the Nazis-was on the wane. M. Léon 
leader, was bold 
enough to declare that Adolf Hitler never 
would come into power in Germany, and 
France seemed to be nearer to the achieve- 
ment of “security ” than she had been 
for several years. In the meanwhile 
many things ‘have happened. The

France with a. substantial 
majority, and things were going fairly 
smoothly when the Stavisky affair camsed 
the biggest “ sensation ' since Dreyfus. 
Barricadés appeared in the Place de l|a 
Concorde, and for a time there was a real 
danger of revolution. Then the foreign 
situation began to become threatening. 
Herr Hitler seized power in Germany, 
and in an almost incredibly short space 
of time a nation that had seemed to be 
almost “down and out” reappeared as 
one of the mightiest forces in the world. 
France, within a few months, found her- 
self on the msive again. Germany 
had p | the achievement which, after 


| Jena, hi paved the way for Napoleon's 
|| final defeat; but on this occasion she had 


herself far more efficiently, and, 
all, far more quickly. While Herr 
Hitler was re-asserting Germany's power, 
in defiance of all treaties and all pledges, 


further complication was introduced by 
| . Abyssinia. 


and a terribly heavy responsibility will 
be laid upon the shoulders of those men 
who will be chosen to represent the 
people. As matters stand at present, it 
seems to be likely that the new Chamber 
will not differ in any great degree from 
that which it will succeed. The parties of 
the Left are expected to gain a certain 
number of seats—the Communists are par- 
ticularly hopeful—but in general the 
Socialists and Radicals probably will 
occupy very much the same position as 
that which they held for the past four 
years. A new element has been introduced 
into French politics, however, which may 
make an unexpected difference. One of 
the results of the Stavisky affair has been 
the formation of a number of patriotic 
leagues, some of which have definitely 
Fascist leanings. These leagues have 
fallen foul of the Government from time 
to time; but, although they have been 
subject to restrictive measures of one kind 
or another, they seem to be stronger to- 
day than ever they were. Colonel de la 
Rocque’s Croiz de Feá, for example, con- 
sisting exclusively of men who fought in 
the World War, has a huge membership, 
estimated by some to be as many as a 
million. .This body is organised 
magnificently, and, although it has been 
keeping quiet of late, it is expected to play 
a very big part in the results of the 
elections. It is not a Fascist Party in the 
Italian or German sense. It is avowedly 
Republican; but it stands for a general 
“ cleaning up’’ of French politics and a 
concentration on national issues. After 
next Sunday we shall know to what extent 
the Croiz de Feu counts as a politica! 
force. In the meanwhile, all friends of 
France will hope and pray that she may 
be able to enjoy a period of firm govern- 
ment, which will enable her to stand four 
square against all the forces that are 
assailing her. 
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Widowers' Houses 


The real scandal of the Dublin slums 
is not that filthy tenement rooms are 
leased at cruelly excessive rents, but that 
such rooms exist at all. A day is ap- 
proaching when there will be no more 
tenement buildings—unless, indeed, the 
new blocks of flats will have assumed a 
tenement character by that time—and 
then there will be no further question of 
exorbitant rents or of sweating landlords. 
That day, however, is still remote. Even 
if there were not a steady influx of new 
citizens from the provincés to add new 
difficulties, it still must take many long 
years to transfer the present tenement- 
dwellers into healthy homes; and,- since 
the evil mubt be endured for a time yet, 
we are glad that the Government has 
called a tribunal into being to impose a 
check on some of its most vicious features. 
The Town Tenants (Occupation Tenancies) 
Tribunal met for the first time on Satur- 
day. If anybody thus far has retained 
doubts concerning the need of such a 
body let him read the evidence which was 
submitted then. Dublin was a happy 
hunting-ground for the ‘‘slum landlord ”' 
forty years ago, when Mr. Bernard Shaw 
pilloried the type in “ Widowers’ 
Houses,” and to-day, it seems, the 
slum landlord is as grasping, as op- 
pressive and as pitiless as ever. In one 
sense, he is worse; for he has perverted 
to his own ends the very spirit of 
humanity which inspires the Dublin Cor- 
poration’s housing campaign. Many 
slum landlords—so we learn from the ad- 
mirable evidence of the President of the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul—have 
realised that their properties in Dublin 
are doomed to destruction under the ten- 
year housing programme. In order, 
therefore, to squeeze the last halfpenny 
from their diminishing source of revenue 
they have adopted one of two courses. 
Fither they have permitted the tene- 
ments to fall into even more dangerous 
disrepair and uncleanliness or they have 
let them out to ‘ speculators,”’ whose 
object is to screw as much money as pos- 
sible from the unhappy tenants. Such 
men deserve all the penalties that an out- 
raged public opinion can inflict. They 
are acting, if we make no mistake, within 
their legal rights, and the law can do 
them no hurt—though the ordinary 
criminal is a saint in comparison with 
men who thus make capital of the 
noseries of the poor. What the law can- 
not do. however, public opinion can do. 
We presume that the tribunal may insist 
upon evidence from these landlords and 
‘“‘epeculators."’ It is not, as the chair- 
man explained, a Court: it can recom- 
mend changes in the system of town 
tenancies, but it can neither condemn nor 
punish. The real court will be the public 
opinion of Dublin. The publicity which will 
arise from the tribunal's proceedings will 
go far to combat the “slum landlord’s '' 
iniquity. There are some landlords who 
are men of honour and decency; they 
will have nothing to fear from publicity. 
We do not envy the others.

German Pagans 


Dr. Miller's attempt to bully German 
Christians into conformity with the new 
“ State Church ” was too crude to have 
very. much chance of success, and its on!y 


effect was to rouse many pastors and 
priests into open rebellion. Herr Kerri, 


Churches, and Herr Kerrl, in the joint 
effort to keep their friendship and to bring 
them under the State, has been rather 
cold tewards the pagans. It is said, 
indeed, that he wished to have the move- 
ment suppressed altogether as a gesture of 
the Nazi. attachment to Christianity, and 
a few days ago the Schwarze Korps, the 
organ of the Nazi Guards, made a plea to 
him for a “ fair deal.’’ We do not know 
if much weight will be given to its sugges- 
tion that ‘‘heathenism’’ should be a 
religion recognised by the State; for the 
proposal, from Herr Kerrl’s point of view, 
has been made at a very inconvenient time. 


The Children’s Safety 


In 1920 in England and Wales 857 
children under fifteen met their death in 
road accidents. In 1930: the total had 
imereased to 1,433. These statistics are 
compiled by the two inter-departmenta| 
committees now sitting in London to 
inquire into the rate of child mortality on 
the roads of England, Scotland and Wales. 
An analysis of the figures for the metro- 
politan area shows that children between 
the ages of four and eight, and of more 
than twelve years, are more “ accident- 
prone ' than any others. The high death 
rate among the first class is said to be due 
to the lack of proper playgrounds, and the 
popularity of the bicycle appears to be the 
cause of accidents with the second. In the 
report no less than fifty-one recommenda- 
tions have been made. There are a 
number of general suggestions, and then 
a list of special schemes. In the genera] 
group the committees demand penalties by 


and propose further that the councils of 
counties and county boroughs should set 
up children’s safety committees in their 
respective areas. To these committees the 
highways, education, parks, and open 
spaces authorities should appoint represen- 
tatives. The function of the committeés 
would be to make regular tours of inspec- 
tion of their areas, and to report upon the 
protection afforded to children at road 
crossings and at other danger points. Suit- 
able propaganda also would be the concern 
of these committees. The particular recom- 
mendations contain the following sugges- 
tions: new footpaths; new playing 
grounds, to be open during the holidays in 
congested areas; the provision of “ play- 
streets '’ ; road tests for youthful cyclists, 
and finally, “ safety talks ” to schools by 
the B-B.C. Let us hope that the authori- 
ties in Dublin will read ‘and inwandly 
digest this report; for the foolishness of 
children in this city would pass the belief 
of those who have not driven a motor car 
through the poorer areas.

THOUGHTS ON THE 
BUDGET 


—_—— -oe-— -— 


The Tomes remarks in a leading article 
to-day :—It has been said, and, perhaps, 
with some justice, that had the 
Chancellor shown a little greater resource 
and a little less conservatism in framing 
his Budget, he could have balanced it 
without. resorting to additional taxation. 
There is some reason to believe, for in- 
stance, that his estimates of future 
revenue from existing taxes are heavily 
weighted with caution. But even if this 
is so, the inevitable uncertainty which 
surrounds the potential cost of the de- 
fence programme during the coming 
financial year would ‘ustify the course 
which the Chancelolr has taken. 
Prudence is not seldom the better part 
of statesmanship. 

In a year when defence expenditure 
looms so large in the picture, it 
is easy, but imprudent, to forget 
that the cost of civil and social 
services is steadily and even rapidly 
growing. . . It may be said \.ith 
much truth that the impetus of the 
remarkable industrial and agricultural 
recovery enjoyed by the country during 
the past two years came largely from the 
high level of Government expenditure on 
social projects. and services, and no 
analysis of this outlay can omit the con- 
sideration that not a little of it is directly, 
as well as indirectly, reproductive invest- 
ment. The fact remains to be faced, 
however, that in spite of a saving of 
almost £82.000,000 on debit services, the 
national expenditure, in terms of the 

resent estimates, has grown by almost 

000,000 since 1954-35, bringing the 
total once more to close on £800,000,000. 

For the moment the Chancellor can rely 
upon the buoyant revenues which 
accompany industrial and trade recovery 
to balance his Budget. But sound finance 
entails much more than merely meeting 
current expenditure ont of current 
revenue. It requires, among other things. 
that adequate reserves be maintained to 
meet bad times and emergencies. But st 
resent we are balancing our Budgets only 
be the aid of a war-time level of taxation. 
The problem is admittedly more easily 
stated than solved, but until it is solved 
full financial security will not have been 
regained.

Mandated Colonies 


To-morrow will see the inauguration at 
the House of Commons of a new Parlia- 
mentary group which is to devote its 
attention exclusively to the future of the 
British mandated territories. The group 
will be composed of Conservatives, and Mr 
Leopold Amery will be invited to act as 
chairman. This new party may be provided 
with plenty of work, as there is a rumour 
that the British Government may ask 
Germany for her views on the question of 
these mandates. This rather suggests that 
the return of some of the territories may 
be considered. The return of any colony 
to its former owner, however, can only be 
carried out with the assent of the native 
population, and this is a point upon which 
the Conservatives are concentrating. 


The King of Egypt 


The King of Egypt seems to be very 
ill, and the medical reports convey little 
hope that he will recover from his 
dangerous condition. His heir, Prince 
Farouk, is sixteen, and is studying in a 
house at Kingston Hill, where he has 
been living in complete seclusion for some 
months. The King, under the Constitu- 
tion, has the power to appoint three

Physical Training 


The Board of Education is conducting 
a review of the British educational system, 
with the primary object ot organising 
physical training for elementary and 
secondary school scholars through proper 
Local authorities 
have been informed that games are not 
sufficient training, and that the founda- 
tions of fitness are best laid by training in 
physical exercises and gymnastics. A 
special memorandum dealing with the con- 
struction and equipment of gymnasia of 
all kinds has been prepared by order of 
the Board for distribution to schools. !t 
is hoped that in a comparatively short 
time there will not ve an elementary or 
secondary school in the country without a 
physical training centre, which will be 
available, not only to pupils, -t to the 
young people who have left school. At 
present only 124 out of the 316 education 


authorities have appointed physical train- 
ing instructors.

AN INQUIRY TO BE 
HELD 


REPORTED DECISION OF 
_ MINISTRY

From OUR CoRRESPONDEXT. 
LONDONDERRY, Sunday. 


ó en has been an unexpected develop- 

ment in connection with the Derry 
Wards scheme which the Unionist majority 
on the Corporation adopted at a meeting 
a month ago. Councillor Maxwell, a 
Nationalist, has put down a motion for 
Tuesday's meeting of the Corporation ask- 
ing that the resolution adopting the 
Unionist Party proposal be rescinded. 

During the week-end it was learned that 
a letter had been received from: the 
Ministry of Home Affairs at Stormont 
stating that, in view of the strong protests 
made by the Nationalists, and the oppost- 
tion which the scheme has met in 
Nationalist quarters generally, it has been 
decided to hold an inquiry into the matter. 

There is no mention of the letter on the 
agenda that was sent out for Tuesday s 
meeting of the Corporation, but it is 
expected that it will be read before 
Councillor Maxwell proceeds to move his 
motion. In view of this development the 
motion is likely to be withdrawn. 

The decision to hold an inquiry follows 
correspondence that has passed between 
Mr. J. J. McCarroll, Nationalist member 
in the Northern Parliament for Foyle 
Division, and the Minister of Home 
Affairs. Immediately after the meeting of 
the Corporation Mr. McCarroll wrote to 
Sir Dawson Bates asking whether an 
inquiry would be held in view of the strong 
opposition to the scheme, and because of 
the injustice it would inflict if adopted. 


MINISTER’S LETTER 


The Minister replied on April 8th, say- 
ing that up to that time the scheme had 
not come before his Ministry, but, as 
regards an inquiry, in practice it was more 
usual than not for such to be held when 
the scheme came before them. If there was 
‘opposition or any reasonable doubt existed 
AT the matter they would hold an 
Inguiry. 

Ínterviewed to-night, Mr. Maxwell said 
that the Nationalists regarded’ the 
Ministry's action as a victory for them. 
They would now concentrate on preparing 
a case for the inquiry, and people could 
rest assured that the strongest case possible 
would be put up. 


THE ONLY HOPE 


Mr. McCarfoll stated that if one were 
to judge from recent experiences else- 
where, one might not hope for very much 
from the inquiry. “ Of course,” he added, 
‘* no impartial investigator would sanction 
so monstrous a scheme as that proposed, 
but we have experience of what has 
happened in other areas. The only hope in 
this case is that the scheme is so 
scandalous in its conception and such an 
outrage on the British Constitution that it 
may not in its present form receive official 
sanction.

T a public reception given in his 
honour here last night Cardinal 
MacRory asserted that the claim of the 
Church of Ireland to represent the early 
Irish Church founded by St. Patrick was 
a baseless one, and that a man occupying 
a position like his would be false to his 
Divine Master if he remained silent when 
such claims were made. ie 
The Cardinal was paying his first visit 
to Derry since his elevation to the 
Primacy, and had come to take part in 
the final celebrations in connection with 
the consecration of St. Eugene’s Cathedral. 


THE PROCESSION 


Thousands of people turned out to 
welcome His Eminence. Crowds lined the 
route of the procession from the Water- 
side end of the Carlisle Bridge to St. 
Columb’s Hall, where the reception was 
given. At certain points of the route there 
stood members of the Protestant com- 
munity. 

It had been anticipated by many people 
that the visit would have been marked by 
sectarian disturbance. Early in the morn- 
ing leaflets were distributed in the chief 
streets of the city stating that there would 
be bloodshed if the parade was not banned, 
and that the Mayor and others had been 
notified to this effect. ‘The police, who 
were reinforced from outside stations, went 
round picking up the leaflets. They also 
made inquiries as to who were the dis- 
tributors, but could not fix on any persons. 


THE ONLY INCIDENT 


The threat, if it could be considered one, 
did not materialise, and, with the exception 
of a minor scuffle, the parade was allowed 
to be carried out in a most orderly fashion. 
Care was taken to secure that as far as 
possible the procession would pass through 
the Catholic areas. It touched on working- 
class Protestant districts at several points. 
At Carlisle square, after the Cardinal's 
car had passed, one man shouted: “ To 
—— with the Cardinal.’’ There was a rush 
towards him, but the police, who lined 
virtually the whole route, intervened and 
hustled him outside the crowd. After 
cautioning him, they allowgd him to mingle 
with the crowd again. 

The Cardinal was met atthe city boun- 
dary at the Prehen road by the Most Rev. 
Dr. B. O'Kane, Bishop of Derry, and by 
leading citizens, including members of the 
Italian community, He was conducted 
through decorated streets, and along a 
route lined by children waving litle 
white and yellow flags, to the bishop's 
house. Thence he was taken to the St. 
Columb’s Hall, where large crowds, both 
inside and outside, cheered him. . 


THE CARDINAL’S SPEECH 


Mr. T. O’Kane read an address of wel- 
come. It stated that, although Derry 
was a predominantly Catholic city, the 

roper power and influence of their people 
had been persistently and unjustly sub- 
merged, and that prevented them from 
according to the Cardinal’s presence that 
civic welcome to which, as an illustrious 
Prince of the Church and a great Irish. 
man, His Eminence was justly entitled. 

The Cardinal told the audience that he 
was grateful for the reception he had 
heen given. ‘I see by the newspapers.” 
he said, “ that there are people in your 
city silly enough to object to your cele- 
hrations, and to regard it as mere pro- 
paganda. Let them read their Bibles, 
and they will find that, on the occasion 
of the dedication of the Temple of 
Jerusalem, Solomon, surrounded by a 
vast host, celebrated a great feast for no 
less than fourteen days. Surely your 
critics, who can hardly think themselves 
wiser than Solomon, might well refrain 
from grudging the bishop, priests and 
people of Derry a on<-day cele ration.”’ 


THE STREET CROWDS 


“As we came along the streets,” he 
continued, “ for a moment I was tempted 
to think that all Derry had turned out to 
meet me—that suddenly I had become 

ular with non-Catholics. I did not 
yield to the temptation, but, in a way, I 
am sorry that I could not. We are all 
children of the same dear land ; children, 
too, of one Heavenly Father—all, I sup- 
pose, striving in our own fashion for 4 
place one day in that Father's house 
where there are many mansions. I have 
no ill-feeling towards non-Catholics. At 
every ii of my life from my early 
boyhood I have had many warm friends 
among them. 

‘“ Moreover, I want to emphasise that 
I never in my life said a word against 
non-Catholics. What I did say that gave 
many of them, as I had 
to learn from abusive 
letters and postcards, was against their 
faiths and churches, which is a very 
different thing." | 


THE EARLY IRISH CHURCH 

The. Cardinal said that an effort was 
being made in the North of Ireland to 
make people believe that Protestantism 
represented the early Irish Church founded 
by St. Patrick. Just think of it, 
Protestantism representing a Church that 
had the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass, 
Sacramental Confession, the Liturgy in 
Latin, prayers for the dead, the imvoca- 
tion of the saints, fasting and abstinence. 
Was it any wonder that he had spoken 
out strongly. “Go, therefore, teach ye 
all nations,” was the Divine command 
which urged even in the Six Counties— 
and more especially when people were in 
danger of being misled. As long as 
Protestants honestly believed they were 
right, and had no reason to doubt 
or inquire further, God would deal kindly 
with them according to their lights. 

His Eminence congratulated them on 
the growth of the Catholic population in 
the city. “No doubt,” he said, “it 
means a growth in expenditure on addi- 
tional church and school accommodation, 
but it is worth that and more, for sooner 
or later numbers tell.
